FIGHT OVER.

“ We will not get any more fighting 
unless attacked by sorae small com­ 
pany. 
W ith the fall of Santiago I 
think the war will be practically over 
and the volunteers here sent back to 
the United States. 
We are guarding 
the base of supplies and taking care of 
the sick and wounded and making a 
record for ourselves in that line. 
Sick 
and wounded soldiers will never forgot 
the 33d. 


“Our wounded man Felch is out 
walking around. 
While we have a 
few sick men none are seriously ill. 
W hile we will get no credit for the fall 
of Santiago, we have been through one 
battle and are on record with the men 
having shown great coolness under fire. 
W e have been worked nearly to death 
building bridges, unloading boats and 
the like but we have been ordered to 
rest.

great praise, and are Net 
ork society 
girls.

“ It is awful to go thn 
¿h the hos­ 
pital and see the sick *nd wounded, 
but the roost pitiful sight X eyer saw 
are the women and children coming in 
from Santiago. The road is lined with

refugees, 
women 
carrying 
bundles too heavy for bronchos. 
The 
men treat the women like dogs.”

RUNNER 


Regulas Sailed Under 
English Flag. 


Awful Tales of Suffering 
and High Prices 


Key West, July 25.—The search of 
the prize steamer Regulas has revealed 
a large quantity of mail from Ameri­ 
cans and Spaniards in Cuba to friends 
in this country and Spain. 


The letters tell stories of terrible suf­ 
fering principally near Sagua la Grande 
where the Regulas landed. 
H er cargo 
consisted principally of provisions, all 
of which were seized by the Spanish 
soldiers as soon as she landed. 
The 
eatables brought fabulous prices. Flour 
sold for $35 per sack, rice $75 per sack. 


The military authorities refused to 
allow any private individuals to buy 
any part of the cargo, which sold for 
more than $200,000. 
It is believed that 
this money will be found on board the 
boat after further search. 


An agreement was found amonj* the 
ship’s papers signed by the owners of 
the cargo, whereby the latter agreed 
to pay the owners $50,000 in the event 
of capture. 


Although the vessel was sailing un­ 
der the English Hag and owned by an 
English firm the authorities claim to 
have evidence th at she is a blockade 
runner and will be a prize of war,

Every now and then wo see in some 
newspaper the query, “ Where is Pat­ 
rick Henry buried?” and tourists in 
Richmond constantly.aslc to bo shown 
bis gmve, with the mistaken idea that 
it is iu that city, whore much of his 
public career was pa-s.sud. Few people 
comparatively know that tho nuiii who 
acquired tho title of “ The Tongue of 
the Bevohitiou” lies iti a quiet grave 
ou the estate iu Charlotte cuuuty where 
be formerly lived. Over it is a marble 
slab inscribed with ouv) liuo, “ His fame 
bis best epitaph.’* X . 
’ 


The estate lies ou^ Staunton river, 38 
miles from tho towUof Lyudhburg, near 
the border lino which separates Char­ 
lotte and Campbell counties. It derived 
its name of Red Hill from the peculiar 
color of tho soil in that vicinity. Wheu 
Patrick Henry bought tho place, it com­ 
prised about a, 500 a*cres. The laud is 
rich—there was a saying in the neigh­ 
borhood that poor land and Henry could 
never bo mentioned togetlier—coru 
grows there as high (is a man on horse­ 
back : there is a general air of smiling 
fields and abundant prospei*ity. Its sit­ 
uation in early tiuies was very remote. 
Neighbors wero few, one of tho nearest 
being the celebrated John Randolph of 
Roanoke, who lived in his chosen soli­ 
tude 15 miles awuy. 


Red Hill is now owned by Henry’s 
grandson, 
William Wirt 
Henry, a 
clever, cultivated gentleman of tho 
**old school. *' Ho has in his possession 
somo most interesting relics of his cele­ 
brated grandfather, including tho desk 
be always used, which still contains his 
letters from Lar?rctte, Washington, 
Madison and other great men of early 
days: the large, round backed chair in 
which Patrick Henry died and a portrait 
of him by tho elder Sully, uuder which 
bangs a yellowed slip of paper, signed 
by Chief Justice John Marshall and 
several others of liis friends, testifying 
to the faithfulness of the likeness.— 
Philadelphia Press.

As the same 
dispatch reports only four deaths—and 
none of them from yellow fever—from 
among the hundreds of cases of fever 
known to exi.st in the camp, the war 
authorities are more than ever inclined 
to the belief that the cases of yellow fe­ 
ver are of mild type. 


Some clear cases of yellow fever are 
reported, but the ofllclals say they are 
few as comijared with those of other 
fevers. General Shafter’s dispatch was 
as follows, dated July 24: "Number of 
new cases of fever of all classes for 
yesterday, ai)proxlniately 806; deaths 
not previously reported—Private Dan­ 
iel A. Stone, Company D, First Illinois 
Infantry, typhoid fever. July 20; Ser­ 
geant J. Blair, regimental quarterm as­ 
ter, Twelfth 
infantry, died 
July 
22, 
dengue fever and asthenia; July 23, of 
malarial fever. Privates AVllllam P ea­ 
cock and C aratt Learnshnck, both of 
Company E, Second Infantry.”

A DASH FOR NEWS. 


I was tho only American operator in 
eastern Cuba iu February and March, 
1898, >vhicli were very busy inontlis iu 
the cable oflico at Santiago, where I had 
been for four years. In the early part of 
1895 we seldom handled more than «iU 
messages a day, but after the insurrec­ 
tion began the number rose to 90 and 
100 daily, increasing a little every 
month. 


The cable from Santiago to Spain 
goes under sea fir.st to Kingston, .la- 
maica, thence to Forto Rico, thence to 
8 t Croix, and from there to i^iraniaribo 
and Pernambuco in Brazil. Cables from 
Pernambuco cross tho soutii Atlantic 
to St. Vincent, Capo Verde island.s, and 
from St. Vincent other cable.s extend to 
Madeira, thence to Lisbon, and overland 
to Madrid. There is also a le.s.s direct 
cable from Pernambuco to St. Louis, iu 
Senegal, Africa, and thence to tho Ca­ 
nary islands and Cadiz. 


Beside myself tiiere was butono other 
operator iu tho Santiago oflice, Laurin 
Merode, a young Spaniard, who had 
learned cable work at Lisbon. 
Wo 
thought that 100 mes.sages daily made 
work enough, but over 800 pas.sed tho 
day after the Maino was blown up in 
Havana harbor. Four moro operators 
were needed, and wo called to Havana 
for help, but no notice was taken of 
our appeal, and rather than desert our 
posts and leave tho company’s business 
nudono wo slaved night and day, al­ 
ways hoping tho pressure would woder* 
•te. 
^ One day wo sent 1 3 ,7 4 2 w-ords in orer 
1,100 dispatches, yet wo w’ere two hours 
**back** at midnight, with Havana fum­ 
ing at ns over the land wire, and still 
hurrying messages through the Cienfuo- 
gos cable. There W’ere Spanish govern­ 
ment cipher messages from Sagasta to 
filauco, and Blanco cipher to Sagasta; 
reams of bombast from tlie Cuban corro- 
ipoudents of tho Imparcial and Correo 
for Madrid, followed by more cipher to 
Weyler at Barcelona from his brother 
officers at Havana, and then tho bank­ 
ers and merchmits quoting, selling and 
ordering! 


To add to our vexations tho “ mouse 
m ill” of tho sipliou recorder gave trou­ 
ble constantly, and tho clockwork that 
carries tho record tape broke down every 
day or two. Now, a Spaniard is utterly 
without native ingenuity. Merode was a 
tolerably good operator, but when it 
came to rectifying faults of tho instru­ 
ment he was an infant, and all such 
tasks fell ou me. 


Anything liko clockwork I can “ tink­ 
er,” but tho mouse mill that works the 
siphon pen is a very delicate bit c»f 
mechanism, which assists tho faint elec­ 
tric impulses that come great distances 
througii the cable to move the ink point 
of the recorder to and fro on iho tape. 


1 suppose 1 had taken tho record tape 
clockwork and niouso mill apart iiO dif 
ferent times, and on the evening of the 
2d of April, after Merode relieved me, 
1 set to work to wind a liew motor coil 
for tho mouso mill, which liad worked 
to very badly all day that rather than 
struggle with it lunger I had determined 
to sit up all night and build u new 
mill. 


The cable houso at Santiago is u most 
lonesomo place, particularly at night, 
but u Spani.sh seutiuel was suppo.scd to 
pass tho door every three minutes. 
These poor fellows were rarely paid, 
aud often looked in at the door to beg a 
cigarette. So when the outside dunr 
opened behind us that evening I sup­ 
posed the ineonier was the seutinel, and 
I did not even look around till an 
amused voice exclaimed, “ Aha, senors, 
buenos noches!” 


A Spanish sentinel begging u cigarette 
does not speak iu that tone, so Merud»» 
and I faced round with a jump. Tht*ro 
stood a rather tall, good linking young 
fellow, in a white duck suit and white 
cap, regarding us keenly, and a sti*p be­ 
hind him Nvas a typical Cuban rebel— 
sombrero, long mustaehios, broatl bcdt, 
long boots, revolver and niacJiute. 


In an instant Merode was on his feet 
and shouted, “ Sentinela!” at whith 
our unexpected visitors laughed good 
humoredly, and the Cuban said, “ I 
must beg tho senor telegruferu not to 
fUstress iiimself concerning the worthy 
seutinel, for that watchful soldier is 
now lying comfortably on his back out­ 
side, with a gag in his niouth, and his 
bauds are tied to ids feet. ” 


“ Well, who are you and what do you 
Waut here?” I exclaimed in Spanish. 


“ The young nmn in white duck 
laughed. ***You are an American; any­ 
body could tell timt by your Spanish. 
Ob, I know about you. Speak English. ” 
“ Certainly,’* I replied. “ What do 
yom want here?” 


“ The news. ** 


What news?’*

mation, '* 1 replied. “ Besides, all these 
Spanish government messages are in 
cipher, which i ani uot supposed to 
know anything abont.” 


“ Don’t let the cipher trouble you,” 
he replied laughing. “ I have the key to 
their cipher All right. ” 


As to who I am,” ho continued, 
**my name’s Macomber. 1 am the cor­ 
respondent of th e----- . ” He named an 
American journal. “ News as to tho 
whereabouts of the Spanish torpedo 
boats and those cruisers would bo valu­ 
able just now, not only to niy paper, 
but to the Anierican navy at Key West. 
Now, you are an American, and a good 
patriot, I dure say. Will you help us 
out?” 


“ I’m a good patriot,” said L “ And 
I am also an honest man, employed hero 
to do a certain duty, W’hich 1 will uot 
betray. ” 


“ You will not help me, then? Very 
well, I shall examine your tapes by 
forco. ’ 


‘It is not my business to fight for 
Spain, ” said I. “ I have no force to re­ 
sist you, but I will not help you.” 
“ Thanks. That’s all I ask. Just you 
sit quiet. ” 


‘Do you think you can read our 
tapes?” 1 asked incredulously. 


‘ ‘ Suro. I was a cable operator three 
years. ” 


“ Bu< where did you get your cipher 


key?” 


“ That’s a matter that was arranged 
in Havana three months ago. 
Your 
tape bobbins for the current week are in 
the tsiblo drawer, I presume?” 


“ Look for yourself,” ! said. “ But 
my fellow operator here is a Spaniard. 
I do not speak for him. Senor Merode, ” 
said in Spanish, “ these gentlemen 
wish to see tho record tapes. ” 


Merode had stood listening, making 
out what wo said with dilllcuity. 
‘ Nunca I” (never) hoo.xclaimed excited­ 
ly and nmdo a jump for the big table 
drawer, with somo notion, I think, of 
destroying tho tapes. He was a plucky 
fellow. I3ut tho Cuban .seized him by 
the collar before he could open tho 
drawer, iiung him violently backward 
on the floor and drew his machete. 


“ Don’t hurt hinj, Luiz,” shouted 
Miicomber, and then, after a steady 
glance at mo, he steppetl to tho drawer 
himself and took out the rolls of tape. 


“ This will bo a somewhat long and 
tedious busine.s.s, ” ho remarked, bi'gin- 
ning to unndl one of them. “ You might 
help mo if you would, but at least 
oblige im by turning up tho lamp a lit­ 
tle and placing it on the table hefe. ” 


“ Thanks. ” he went on when 1 had 
complied,and he began rapidly unrolling 
tho tape through his lingers. Ho read 
well and fast, and his running comment 
amused me. 


“ Oh, this is a dandy siphon of yours, 
isn’t it?” “ What ails your mou.so mill?” 
“ Say, friend, your record here looks 
liko the teeth of an old, dull buck saw. ” 
“ Your ink’s coagulated. ” 


I sat buck and quietly looked ou. 
Alerode still lay on tho floor. Tho Cu­ 
ban stood watching us both. If Merode 
stirred, he shook his macheto at him. 
Thus fully an hour passed. It seemed 
much more than an hour indeed before 
our Amoricau visitor found what ho 
sought. 


“ Ah!” he exclaimed at last. “ Hero 
wo are. So tho Vizcaya and Oquendo 
left Porto Rico for St. Vincent last 
Sunday. Good. Blanco is informed that 
the torpedo flotilla is going to St. Vin­ 
cent, too, instead of coming to Havana. 
That’s all I wanted to know,” ho 
continued, turning to me. “ Sorry to 
leave your tapes in such a mess, but 1 
really cannot stop to roll then» up 
again, for I nmst bo well out to sea be­ 
fore daylight. Obligo us now, both of 
you, by remaining quiet hero after we 
bid you Kood night. ” 


But just then there was a new noise 
outside. The door opening to tho street 
was tiung back, and there stood a Span­ 
ish lieutenant from tho fort, with half 
a dozen soldiers at his back, for the 
Spanish sentry—a boy of 18—whom 
they had gagged and tied up outside of 
the house, had proved more nimble 
than they had thought him. Ho had 
worked himself looso and had run to 
the fort for aid. 


Tho Cuban turned instantly, killed 
the licuti^nant with a swing of his nm- 
cheti* aud was at once shot down by a 
soldier who iired over tiio shoulder of 
his íalliníí ollieer. 


Maeouiber showed better judgment if 
less courage. 
Ho dashed the lamp out 
ami graspud mo by tho arm. 
“ Help mo 
out, ” lu’ said. 


It would 
diftleult for any one to 
resist the appeal of a fellow countryman 
at sueh a tiine. While the suhliers rushed 
in, tramping and falling over the slain 
men aud Mc rod*-, X pulled the American’ 
ait'-r me through a door, back of tho 
tables, which opened into our battery 
room. In this baek room was a window 
looking iiut on the harbor side, from 
which Macomber swung iu an instant 
and decamped without a word. 
I had 
time to get ftjrwarti into the cabio room 
before Merode, Nvho had regained his 
feet, struck a match and relighted the 
lamp. Of the grewsouio spectacle which 
the iiiiht revealed I will not speak. 


After the manner of Spanish justice, 
both Merode and myself were put un 
der arreht pending an investigation, 
which showed that neither of us know 
anything about the att'air. Yet tho com* 
nuindant at Santiago suspected that 
had planned it aud sent me under ar- 
re>t to Havana by steamer tho following 
evening, 


I expected to renmin in Las Cabanas 
for tho rest of my days, but was dis 
missed without trial the second day 
after arriving there and loft Havana 
along with ISO other Americans on the 
following Sunday.—Youth’s Compan 
iou.

The realistic Spanish novelist, Valdos, 
in one of his most popular stories (“ Sis­ 
ter San Suplice, ” translated by Natlian
